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PREFACE 


This  Operations  Report  was  prepared  by  the  Office  of  Statistics  and  Reports  of 
the  International  Cooperation  Administration,  Washington,  D.C. 

The  charts  and  statistical  tables  appearing  in  this  report  cover  the  obliga¬ 
tions  and  expenditures  against  the  various  programs  administered  by  ICA,  with  detail 
by  category  of  funds,  type  of  assistance,  region,  country,  and  commodity. 

FISCAL  YEAR  I960  PROGRAM  vs.  TREND  DATA 

In  those  sections  of  the  report  dealing  with  "FY  1 960  P rog ram"  data  exclusively, 

with  no  other  year  shown,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  data  on  obligations  vary  slightly 

for  some  countries  from  data  for  FY  I960  reported  in  statements  showing  a  trend  over 
successive  years.  This  is  because  the  trend  data  each  year  is  calculated  on  a  net 

basis,  with  the  deobligations  which  occurred  during  any  year  subtracted  from  the 

increases  during  the  year,  and  any  reobligations  added  back  in  —  which  is  the  only  way 

to  avoid  double-counting  when  the  aid  figures  are  added  up  over  a  period  or  on  a 

cumulative  basis.

The  charts  and  statistical  tables  appearing  in  this  report  cover  the  obliga¬ 
tions  and  expenditures  against  the  various  programs  adm i n i ste red  by  ICA,  with  detail 
by  category  of  funds,  type  of  assistance,  region,  country,  and  commodity. 

FISCAL  YEAR  1961  PROGRAM  vs.  TREND  DATA 

In  those  sections  of  the  report  dealing  with  "FY  1961  program"  data  exclusively, 

with  no  other  year  shown,  it  may  be  noted  that  the  data  on  obligations  vary  slightly 

for  some  countries  from  data  for  FY  1961  reported  in  statements  showing  a  trend  over 
successive  years.  This  is  because  the  trend  data  each  year  is  calculated  on  a  net 

basis,  with  the  deobligations  which  occurred  during  any  year  subtracted  from  the 
increases  during  the  year,  and  any  reobl igations  added  back  in  —  which  is  the  only  way 
to  avoid  double-counting  when  the  aid  figures  are  added  up  over  a  period  or  on  a 
cumu I  at i ve  bas  i  s.
